SIR: 

Applicants hereby petition to revive the above-identified patent application under 37 C.F.R. 
1.137(a). The application became unavoidably abandoned on November 10, 2004 for failure to timely 
respond to the Notice to File Missing Parts dated December 16, 2003. 

Applicants hereby submit the required Response to the Notice to File Missing Parts dated 
December 16, 2003 in order to continue prosecution of the above-identified patent application. 

The entire delay in Applicants* failure to file a response to the Notice to File Missing Parts 
dated December 16, 2003 was unavoidable, as Applicants did not receive the Notice to File Missing 
Parts purported to have been mailed on December 16, 2003 by the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office.
